* Territory of Oklahoma, Council Chamber, 
Guthrie, Tuesday, January 8, 1901. 


The Council of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of Oklahoma Ter. 
ritory ‘convened in the Council Chamber, prepared by the Secretary 
of the Territory, in the city of Guthrie, at 2:00 P. M. on Tuesday, 
-January 8, 1901, as provided by law. 

The Council was called to order by Freeman E. Miller. 

George W. Bellamy nominated Sidney Clarke for Temporary 
Presiding Officer. John ©. Foster presented the name of Felix L. 
Winkler for Temporary ‘Presiding Officer. The roll was called and 
resulted in Sidney Clarke receiving 8 votes and John C. Foster receiv- 
ing 5 votes. Clarke having received a majority of all the votes east 
was declared elected Temporary Presiding Officer. 

Sidney Clarke, having assumed the chair, announced the pre- 
sentation of candidates for Temporary Clerk, in order. 

E. Duffy presented the name of Geo. H. Coulson. There being 
no other nomination, he was unanimously elected Temporary Clerk 

The following communication was handed to the Temporary

We, the undersigned members of the Committee on Elections, 
having had under consideration Council Bill No. 20, entitled, “An 
Act to Apportion the Territory of Oklahoma into Council and Eep- 
resentative Districts,” being unable to agree with a majority of 
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said Committee, beg leave to submit the following minority report: 
We believe that an apportionment of the Territory of Oklahoma into 
Council-and Representative Districts should be made at the present 
session of the Legislature and without expressing an opinion as to 
the details of the bill under consideration, or as to the particular 
districts laid out for Legislative provisions, we desire to urge the 
following reasons for the making of such an appertionment at this 
Session of the Legislature, and to call attention to the good general 
features of the bill under consideration: 

First: An apportionment ought to be made because no appor- 
tionment of the Territory has been made since 1895, and the present 
apportionment is unfair to a large portion of our people. Sinte it 
was made, the Territory, and especially its western and south-west- 
ern parts, have greatly increased in population, and those parts have 
not their porportionate share of representation under the present 
law upon the statute boooks. Ag an example of fhe great.disparity 
in population existing under the present apportionment Jaw, the 
Thirteenth Council District now contains 70,000 inhabitants while 
the Seventh contains only about 18,000; and there are several other 
Districts having but little more population. The Twenty-Fifth 
Representative District contains nearly 60,000 inhabitants, while 
the Twenty-Sixth and Fourteenth Districts have only about 10,000 
each. Such inequalities ought not to be permitted to exist and. we 
feel that they should be remedied, and the bill will remedy all such 
glaring inequalities. l 

Second: The law passed in 1895 was such a manifest gerryman- 
der, and the Counties of the Territories were so horribly cut and 
slashed in order to make the Districts established by it, that it is in- 
convenient for the people concerned, and as we believe against their 
best interest under it, constituencies of common interests are thrown 
into Districts with diverse and opposing interests and the result is 
confusion and inconvenience. This bill does not cut a single county 
line in the Territory in order to make a District. The Districts are 
compact and so arranged as to be convenient and accessible and 
we believe that a measure districting the Territory upon such a basis 
would greatly tend to the best interests of the people of Oklahoma. 

Third: From a political point of view, the bill is unobjection- 
able. A computation of the votes in the Districts created by it 
shows that the Council elected under it would have the same politi- 
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cal status as the present Council, and the membership of the House 
would be only slightly changed, using the*vote upon the Councilmen 
and Representatives of the election held in November, 1900, as a 
basis. We believe it to be a fair and thoroughly. non-partisan meas- 
ure. 

Fourth: It is reasonably certain that the Wichita Reservation 
and the Kiowa and Comanche Reservation’ will be opened to set- 
tlement before another Legislature can meet. The law of 1895 
makes no provision for that region to be represented. The present 
bill makes adequate provision for such representation. It is quite 
certam that before another election Congress will authorize a re- 
appointment of the Territory to be made unless this Legislative As- 
sembly makes one. We believe in the people’s representatives mak- 
ing it here, rather than getting one of a partisan and unfair charac- 
ter at long range from Washington. 


Fifth: The Chief Executive of this Territory has recommended 
to this Legislative Assembly that"a re-appointment be made. We 
believe that recommendation is wise and timely and ought to be 
carried out. "= 

For these and other reasons, we, the minority of the Committee . 
on Elections, recommend that Council Bill No. 20 be printed and 
placed on the Calendar: under General Orders for further considera-

House Bill No. 87, Entitled, “An Act to Define and Punish 
Frauds upon Hotel, Inn, Boarding and Eating House Keepers,” 
was read third time and placed upon its final passage. The roll was 
called and the vote resulted as follows: ` 

Ayes, Brodboll, Coulson, Foster, Messall, Miller, Updegraff, 
Winkler, Woolsey, Mr. President, 9; nays, Clarke, Duffy, Harrison, 
Todd, 4; and so the bill passed. The title of the bill was agreed to. 

Council Bill No. 49, Entitled, “An Act to Autherize the 
Establishment and Maintenance of County High Schools,” was 
read third time and placed upon its final passage. The roll was 
called and the vote resulted as follows: 

Ayes, Brodboll, Clarke, Coulson, Duffy, Foster, Harrison, Mes- 


sall, Miller, Todd, Updegraff, Winkler, Woolsey, Mr. President, 13; 
and so the bill passed. . The title was agreed to. 
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Councilor Clarke moved that the Council do now resolve itself 
into Committee of the Whole. 7 

The motion prevailed. 7 

Councilor Miller moved that the rules be suspended, that 
Council Bill No. 129, Entitled, “An Act Providing for Location, 
Management and Centrol of a Territorial Penitentiary, Asylum. for 
Insane, and Deaf, Dumb, and Blind and for a Reform School for 
Boys and Girls,” be read a third time by title and placed upon its 
final passage, and upon that motion demanded the previous ques- 


„tion. Upon the previous question, the roll was called and resulted 
as follows: ° 


Ayes, Brodboll, Coulson, Duffy, Harrison, Messall, Miller, 
Updegraff, Winkler, Mr. President, 9; nays, Clarke, Foster, Todd, 
Woolsey, 4; and so the main question was ordered. 

The roll was then called upon suspending the rules and the 
vote resulted as follows: Ayes, Brodball, Coulson, Duffy, Harri- 
son, Messal, Miller, Updegraff, Winkler, Mr. President, 9; nays, 
Clarke, Foster, Todd, Woosley, 4; and'so the rules were suspended. 

Council Bill No. 129, Entitled, “An Act Providing for the Loca- 
tion, Erection, Management and Control of a Territorial Peniten- 
tiary, an Asylum for the Insane, an Asylum for the Deaf, Dumb 
avd Blind, and a Reform School for Boys and Girls,” was then 
read third time by title and placed upon its final passage. The roll 
was called upon the same, and the vote resulted as follows: 

Ayes, Brodboll, Coulson, Duffy, Foster, Harrison, Messall, 
Miller, Updegraff, Winkler, Mr. President, 10; nays, Clarke, Todd, 
Woolsey, 3. . 

Councilor Clarke explained his vote as follows: 

Mr. President: 

I protest against the passage of this bill, “Providing for the 
Location, Erection, Management and Control of a Territorial Peni- 
tentiary, a Territorial Asylum for the Insane, a Territorial Asylum 
for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind, and a Territorial Reform School for 
Boys and Girls,” for the following reasons: 

First. Because the location of these institutions at this time 
under the provisions of this bill is ill-advised and unnecessary. . 

Second. Because under the pretensé of making a direct appro- 
priation of only $130,000.00, a debt against the Territory and future 
state of Oklahoma, of several million dollars is really. initiated, and 
avenues of corruption, speculation and innumerable frauds are 
opened to public officers not elected by, or responsible to, the people 
and tax-payers. 
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Third. Because the past history of Territorial administrations 
in Oklahoma shows that federal officers have frequently disregarded 
existing laws, lavishly. expended the public moneys in violation 
thereof, and in many matters connected with the erection and con- 
trol of our public institutions, proved- unworthy of the trust com- 
mitted to their charge. 

Fourth. Because under’the Act of Congress, the money derived 
from Section 38 was intended to be applied, in the first instance, in 
the erection of the Capitol Building’, which on the admission of the 
Territory as a state, becomes the first necessity, and that, there- 
fore, the provisions of this bill are a, practical nullification of the will 
of Congress. f a 

Fifth. Because the outstanding indebtedness of the Territory 
at the close of business, January 17, 1901, was $413,448.44. That 
an additional indebtedness of $80,494.37 would exceed the one per 
cent, limitation prescribed by the third Section of the Act of Con- 
gress of July 30, 1886. This excess of the legal limit of indebted- 
ness has, in my judgment, been reached by debts already contracted 
by the Territory, and certain appropriations of revenues authorized 
by this bill would be null and void. 

Sixth. Because the bill was not read or considered in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole in the Council as provided by parliamentary 
rules, and because the members of the Council were denied the 
' opportunity to consider it by sections, and propose amendments to 
the same; and because the previous question was moved, entertained 
by the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, and adopted by 
the supporters of the bill, in direct violation of Robert’s Rules of 
Order, which are the rules of the Council. l 

Seventh. ` Because it creates a host of appointive office-holders, 
to be selected by the Governor at a time when’ the Council will 
not be in session, and hence will have no voice in rejecting the 
nominations of incompetent or corrupt men. 

Eighth. Because of its illegal, loose and inconsistent provisions 
and the questionable parliamentary methods connected with its 
passage by the Council, it will eventually lead to protracted litiga- 
tion in the courts. l 


Ninth. Because of the use of such questionable metħods in a 
matter of local legislation, such a defiance of the rights and inter- 
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ests of the people will greatly -injure the fair name of Oklahoma — 
abroad and, result in restrictive measures by Congress in granting 
lands to the future state. ; 

Tenth. Because the location of a reform school for boys and 
girls in one building, as provided in this bill, would be a gross out- 
rage against public and private morality, a reflection on the 
intelligence and character of the Legislative Assembly, and would 
result in the complete destruction of all reformatory influences 
among the boys and girls of such an institution. i 

Eleventh. Because the contracts authorized by the bill are not 
properly guarded, and the expenditure of the appropriations would 
be subject to the greed of contractors, directors, superintendents and 
agents. 

Twelfth. Because in founding the penal and charitable institu- 
tions of what is destined to be a great state, the general interests of 
the great body of people should be paramount to petty local inter- 
ests and legislative schemes to provide the same. 


Mr. President: z 
The passage of this bill will inflict an unparalleled outrage upon 

the people of Oklahoma. The pathway its promoters and sup- 
porters have marked out for themselves will be strewn with politi- 
cal wrecks and dead men’s bones. The men who pay the taxes, the 
men who are careful of the financial reputation and character of our 
beloved Oklahoma; the men who live on the farms and are out of 
debt because of the generosity of the government of the United 
States in enacting the Free Homes Bill; the men who Hive in the 
cabins and the dugouts, struggling in their manhood to support 
their wives and their families, with the hope of a brighter future, 
will hear and read of the great wrong you are about to perpetrate. 
They will condemn it in their homes and they will exercise their 
right of independent freemen in rebuking it in no uncertain terms. 

For the reasons I have stated, and for a multitude of other rea- 
sons not set forth in this protest, L, vote no on the passage of this 
bill. 

Councilor Miller explained „his vote as follows: 
Mr. President: 


There are some things in this bill which do not meet with my ap- 
proval; there are others-which I most heartily endorse. The need 
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of a [Penitentiary and Insane Asylum are so urgent and pressing 
that they outweigh my objections to the rest of the bill. The bill 
does nòt levy a cent of tax; it creates no debt; the money is in the 
Treasury to build these institutions, and when one can build his 
own quarters, it is better to be an owner than to be a renter; it is 
better to invest the money in buildings, than to leave it to accu- 
mulate for officers to speculate upon: 

Tam in favor of keeping our unfortunates at home, rather than 
to transport them to different States for housing. I vote aye. 

Councitor Todd explained his vote on Council Bill No. 129, as 


‘follows: 


Mr. President: 

This measure when weighed in the balance is found wanting. 
The one idea uppermost in. all its various and sundry Chapters and 
Sections is a raid on the Treasury. 

It founds the Penitentiary at or near.a city where neither build- 
ing stone nor other necessary material exists, and can only be had 
by freighting the same long distances at great and unnecessary cost. 

The same objections attach to the Asylum proposed to be 
founded at Enid. A portion of its unholy cargo is the-founding 
of a Reform School for boys and girls. I know of no State in 
this Union wherein the experiments of reforming refractory and 
incorrigible youths of both sexes under the same roof has been 
attempted. Certainly, no such experiment has proved successful. 
In my opinion the provisions of the Act would 1 found a house of 


- prostitution, instead of a reformatory. 


These summary objections go mainly to the loosely drawn fea- 
tures of this monstrosity, which opens every avenue to the publie 
purse, invites and make possible the expenditure of stupendous 
sums of money with no thought or regard for the building-and gov- 
ernment of the institutions it seeks to found, according to any 
known modern principles. 

It founds the Penitentiary with as little thought of the purpose 
it serves, as the rural architect would: give a pig pen. 

It erects an Asylum with no thought of the inmates. 

It erects a so-called Reform school for boys, and as a portior 
of the proposed reformation, attaches a hen-house department for 
vile and licentious girls. Should this measure ever be placed in 
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practical \operation, I venture the guess that its result will be the 
erection of at least two criminal factories, from. whose unholy doors 
will emerge more ready-made and up-to-date criminals than from all 
other agencies combined. . 

I further utter a solemn protest against the passage of this 
measure, because of the fact that the ermine of our educational in- 
stitutions has united forces with these iniquitous dens of doubtful 
character, to plunder the treasury and divide the swag. 

This measure was hatched in the darkness, wears a mask as it 
flits past us, without bowing its compliments or leaving its card. 

Believing, therefore, that this measure is a collection of evil, the 
like of which has never been seen before, and being powerless to 
stay its progress, utter my protest and vote no. l 

Councilor Woolsey explained his vote-as follows: 


Mr. President: 

I desire to explain my vote on this bill, Council Bill No. 129. 

I believe it to be a dangerous measure, and it should not pass. 
I do not call this measure dangerous because the legislative sea of 
other Territories are strewn with wrecks resulting from similar - 
legislation. Our experiment might be much more favorable and 
fortunate, and still in the end, reflect only discredit upon this body. 

There are a multitude of reasons why we should make haste 
very slowly in locating the institutions provided for in this bill. 

From the very nature of affairs, the passage of this bill can 
prove satisfactory to only a very small portion of the people of Okla- 
homa, and. if left to a popular vote, it would be smothered by an over- 
whelming majority. 

In opposing this measure, I am actuated by no motive other 
than that of voting for the best interests of my constituents, a 
well as for the great masses of the people whose brain and brawn 
has made it possible for the orignators of this building scheme to 
live in Oklahoma. There cannot be aught of good in any portion of 
this bill, now, become infamous, for if there was, its promoters, 
pushers and backers would not be afraid to let the light of day 
shine upon it, or the intelligent people of Oklahoma to know its full 
purport. Judging from the haste with which this measure has been 
run through this Council, and, the fear its promoters haye exhib- 
ited, that its provisions would become public, one is lead to imagine 
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that Mark Hanna is the guiding star back of it, and that he had mis- 
taken it for his Ship Subsidy bill. 

The measure is wrong in conception, wrong in principle aad 
contains only that which the péople of Oklahoma will condemn in 
no unmeasured tones. It takes from the tax-payers at one swipe 
$130,000, and as there is no way of judging the future, except by the 
past, taking the Alva Normal School as an example, the people may 
have to pay a debt of from three to five million dollars, and what 
do they receive in return? A casual glance at the many deceptive 
sections of the bill, will convince any fair-minded citizen that when 
the provisions of the bill shall have been fully complied with that the 
tax-payers will have only the recollection of having seen their money 
recklessly squandered for that which they do not need at this time. 

The placing of these institutions in three adjoining counties 
along the Rock Island Railroad by the prime movers of this infamous 
measure, should be sufficient reason for the people to condemn it, as 
well as its originators and all who have labored so persistently to 
rush it through this ‘Council, without eyen the semblance of fair- 
ness. Its merits, if perehance the least bit of merit lurks anywhere 
within any of its sections, have never been seen or discussed. Its pro- 
visions, from first to last, are detrimental to all portions of the Ter- 
ritory, save the villages which are to get the foundations of the pro- 
posed institutions, and a finger in the treasury, and it is my guess 
that in the windup, even the people of these villages will be 
sorry that this bill was ever conceived or brought to light. 


I am against this bill, and regret exceedingly that I have not 
had the opportunity to study its provisions more fully, for if I had, 
I am certain that my opposition to each and every section of this 
measure would be more pronounced than it is now, if such were pos- 
sible. I have hoped that some originator, some pusher, or some 
friend of this measure would take the floor or rush into print in its 
defense, and show up its good points, if any it has, but the people of 
Oklahoma, and especially the members of this Council, haye been 
denied that pleasure. 

They seem to have been blinded and their voices admirably 
trained to speak ‘the dumb language when questioned in regard to 
this, their pet measure, and it is only in answer to roll call on the 


vote in favor their scheme, that they have been heard to utter a 
16—C. 
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word. Was this because they, themselves, were ignorant of the 
provisions of the billy or was it beeause they were amaid to ler 
others know its full intent? ; 

-This is not a case of “sour grapes” with me, it is not because my ' 
home city, the City of Perry, in Noble County, is not to have a hand 
in squandering this $130,000, that I oppose this bill. 

I had an opportunity to become,a party to the scheme contained 
in this most wonderful measure, and could have secured for the City 
of Perry, in Noble County, the University of Oklahoma, now located 
in Cleveland County, the home of one of the lieutenants in command 
of this bill, but I promptly declined the proposition, believing that 
the people of my county, were too noble to become identitied with, 
or have a hand in this unusual and unwarranted legislation. 

In view of the many dark and unexplained provisions `of 
this bill, in view of the haste and unheard of manner in which it 
has been rushed through the Council, in view of tke fact that the 
Alva Normal School is only a drop in the bucket as compared with 
this, and, also, in view of the fact that it is my sole and only aim in 
this Council to vote for measures which will bring the greatest good 
to the greatest number, I take peculiar pleasure in voting “no.” 

Councilor Foster explained his vote on Council Bill No. 129, ag 
follows: 


Mr. President: 

Representing as I do ,the Capital City, which enjoys the good 
will of the people of this Territory, and whose people are apprecia- 
tive of that good will, and disposed to advance their wishes, and the 
people, as appears by vote of their representatives in this body be- 
ing overwhelmingly in favor of this bill, and I being desirous to pro- 
mate, rather than retard, them in their wishes and demands, there- 
fore vote “aye.” i 

Councilor Harrison explained his vote on Council Bill No. 129 as 
follows: 


Mr. President: 

I desire to explain my vote. For the reason-that there now lies 
in the banks of this Territory the sum of $125,000, belonging to the 
Territorial - ‘Building Fund; because there is about $30,000 each year 
coming into the fund, which at the end of two years will amount to 
nearly $200,000; because there is only $175,000 asked for in this 
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Bill; because there it not a cent of debt created by this bill; "because f 
at the end of two years the Territory will own its own buildings and 
will have them paid for; because there is not a cent of tax required 
of the people under the provision: of this bill; because the cost of 
keeping the Territorial convicts in the Kansas Penitentiary for the 
year of 1900, is nearly $2,000 more than the amount asked for the 
Penitentiary ‘building in thig bill and the cost of keeping the insane 
for the same year is more than double the amount asked for the ASF- 

lum; because I believe this to be a stroke of economy for the Terri 

tory, as the facts and figures show beyond question; because, as 
I happen to know, there is positively no foundation for the elaborate 
“gallery play” and the fears expressed by the opponents of the bill 
in explanation of their vote; because I have carefully examined the 
provisions of the bill, and know that most of the opponents have 
done the same; because there is not so ‘great an opening for fraud — 
under the provisions of the bill as there is now under the present 
management, not by any means intimating that fraud is now prase- 
ticed or that it may be in the future; because the venerable and able 
Senator from the Sixth District. in a seven hours speech fully ex- 
plained every section of the bill, I vote “aye. 2 


Councilor Duty explained his vote on Council Bill No. 129, as 
follows: 


Mr. President: 7 : 
” J, too, desire to explain my vote on this bill, Council Bill No. 129. 
I believe it to be a good measure and one that will be the means 
of saving thousands of dollars to the people of the Territory. I 
believe it should pass, and there are a multitude of reasons why it 
should pass. ~ 
The passage of this bill will prove Senos. to all,-save a 
very small portion of the people of our Territory. 
If left to a popular vote, it would be passed by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. In voting for this measure, I am actuated only by the 
motive of voting for the best interests of my constituents and of the 
people of Oklahoma at large, who bear the great burden of taxation 
of the Territorial government, which taxes, this bill, when aes ‘ 
will in a short time greatly lessen. 
Contrary to ‘the statements of the opposition, this measure has 
> been given the most mature deliberation, and after a speech of more

than seven hours and a half in the Council, in which speech it was 
considered section by section, paragraph by paragraph, and even 
line by line, by the distinguished Senator from the Sixth District, in 
opposition to the bill, it shone forth brightly, more just and expe- 
dient in its provisions than ever before. The Senator in -his attack 
reminded one of Mark Hanna after the “Army Meat Scandal Bill.” 
The bill, when it becomes a law (and it will so become,) will pro- 
tect the people of Oklahoma from the burdensome and useless 
and unnecessary taxes of the past. l 

The people are opposed to the sending their convicts to the Pen- 
titentiaries of other States, and thus not only losing the benefits of 
their labor, but incurring a heavy expense for the transportation of 
the same, which in the last year, according to the Governor’s Report, 
cost $29,360, and is increasing every year at the rate of 25 per cent 
per annum. The people are, I say, tired of placing their insane in a 
private asylum, and incurring double and thribble the expense of 
caring for them in an institution belonging to and controlled by the 
Territory. 


Both these systems now in operation have proved a most ex- 
pensive luxury. In a few years the saving in having a penitentiary 
of our pwn will pay for the building of such an institution, and the 
labor of the convicts will then make the penitentiary not only self- 
sustaining, to say the least, but likely a profitable one. 

The Government has set apart lands, the rental of which is to 
be used for the building of the institutions. There is approximately 
$130,000 of this money now in the Territorial treasury, and this 
bill under consideration provides that this money shall be used in 
. the building of these various institutions. This will leave a deficit 
of only $40,000 and this amount will be in the Treasury by the time 
the buildings are completed, derived from the rental of these lands, 
thus not taxing the people of our Territory one cent. 

The loud boisterous harangue about the unjust taxation this 
bill will produce is without foundation, and every sensible man real- 
izes it. This bill has been most closely safeguarded, thoroughly in- 
vestigated, has been discussed at greater length and undergone 
more scathing comment than any other measure which has been be- 
fore this body for consideration. The statement of one of the oppo- 
sition, that it was the intention of the promoters of this measure 
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to remove the University from Norman, I think was never given any 
serious consideration and could never have passed had it been SO 
"presented. 7 . 
Therefore, after careful consideration and mature deliberation, 
weighing all the facts, and believing that the people’ of Oklahoma 
will at once see the justice of my position, I vote “aye.” 
- Councilor Brodboll explained ‘his vote on Council, Bill No. 129, 


as follows: . 


Mr. President: 

This measure has been weighed in the balance and found over- 
whelmingly “not wanting.” In so far as the people of Oklahoma are 
concerned, it is not a political “hobby horse,” but a long felt want. 
The idea uppermost in all its chapters and sections is a protection | 
to the taxpayers. It prohibits and prevents the so-called raiding of 
the Treasury. The Senator from Chandler, (Todd,) in his attack on 
the bill, said that it will cause the political death of all who support 
tha measure. Hf this be true, it will kill two of the opposition party 
to one of the Senator’s party, and ‘the genial Senator ought to be 
willing to die the death of a martyr for this great future welfare of 
his party. 

The bill founds a penitentiary at or near a city where there is 
an abundance of clay from which the-best of fire-proof brick can be 
made and all other building material is located, thus saving the 
great expense of freighting’ the same. The same can be said of 
the asylum, to be located at Enid. One of the provisions of the ` 
bill is the founding of a reform school for both sexes. I know of no 
other state in the Union which has not such an institution. It is 
not only to be desired, but it is absolutely necessary. From the - 
report of the Governor to the Secretary of the Interior, for the year 
1900, we quote the following: 

“There is one serious defect in the criminal and police laws of 
the Territory, which compels the judges of the courts to sentence 
very young trangressors to the penitentiary, there to consort, with 
and learn the ways of hardened criminals. This is really a crime 
against justice, and in some cases judges and juries have ignored the 
law and, allowed very youthful offenders to go unpunished, rather 
than to place them where the tendency would be to turn them to 
whole lives of crime. It is to be hoped that the coming Legislature 
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‘will not, like the last, ignore this question, but will provide for 
establishment of some sort of a reformatory institution within the 
= Territory, as it has been found impracticable and impossible to 
contract with any nearby state tor the care of the incorrigible 
youth of the Territory.” 

The Senator from Chandler labored for weeks to secure the 
passage of this bill, with the additional proviso for ihe establishment 
of a separate reformatory for girls to be iocated in his district, at 
Shawnee, carrying an additional appropriation ‘of $20,000, and at the 
same time wanting the establishment of a Lincoln County 
Collegiate University, at Chandler, with an appropriation of $40,000, 
—then the Senator was strongly in favor of the bill and thought it 
just the thing. Now, when the bill knocks out the Senator’s de- 
sired and coveted University, saving an appropriation of $40,000, 
and also knocks out the girls’ Reformatory and $20,000 appropria- 
tion at Shawnee, placing the said Reformatory for girls with and 
under the same, management of the boys’ Reformatory, although 
in separate buildings, and without an increased appropriation — 
then all at once the genial Senator fiopped in his views and, in his 
own language, quoting, the worthy Reformatory became, “a hen- 
house department for vile and licentious girls,” and, “from whose 
unholy doors will emerge more ready-made and up-to-date criminals 
than all other agencies will cémbine.” O time and. change, consist- 
ency thou art a jewel, but thou shinest not on the bosom front of 
the’ genial Senator from Chandler. 

The establishment of these various institutions is ne a matter 
of barter and sale, but a sound, economical, business proposition 
and complies. with the recommendation of the Chief Executive 
of the Territory in many particulars. Therefore, believing it to be 
consistent with the best business interests and future welfare of 
the Territory, I vote “aye.” . 

Councilor Coulson explained his vote on Council Bill No. 129, 
as follows: 

Mr. President: 
Tam a believer in the Jacksonian doctrine, “do nothing but what 


your conscience dictates is clearly right and submit to nothing 
wrong.” I have submitted to a great wrong inflicted by a member 


ca 
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of this Council upon all the other members. I hope to get forgiveness l 
for such submission, and I have charity for the aged Senator from 
Oklahoma. County, who committed the wrong by causing the loss 
of so much valuable time, which is the property of the members ‘of 
the Council and of the taxpayers of the. Territory, and hope also, 
that he, too, may get forgiveness. . 

It has been claimed that this measure has been “railroaded,” 
through this Council by a “brutal majority,” without giving it a | 
chance to be duly considefed. To this I will say that no measure 
has taken so much valuable time of the Council, and been so thor- 
oughly considered by every member as has this one. For six long 
hours did the members of this Council listen attentively to the read- 
ing and explanation of every chapter, section and line of this bill 
by the distinguished Senator from Oklahoma County, which 
thorough knowledge of the measure had much to do with its being 
favorably reported by so large a majority of the Committee, Individ- 
ually I have spent much time in the study of its provisions, to ascer- 
tain, if I could, whether there was a necessity for the erection of 
these buildings at this time, and I am frank to say that my investi- 
gations have demonstrated the absolute necessity for making pro- 
visions for our insane and criminals at this time. I have made a 
eareful estimate of the cost of their maintenance for the past three 
years. 

On page 19, of the Governor’s report to the Interor Department 
for the year 1898, I find that the insane numbered 196, and the cost 
for keeping that year was $58,265.79, and for transportation, 
$8,193.12; and for 1900, page 35, of the report for that year, it cost 
for keeping, $62,898.36, and for transportation, $4,536.67; the in- 
mates for that year being 283, an increase of 99 over the preceding 
year, making the cost per capita for transportation, $45.32, and in 
this conection I will say that sheriffs get no fee for transporting 
insane, only mileage. 

The above will show that it has cost $176,624.68 to take care 
of our insane for three years, or $6,624.Ge more than is to be ex- 

pended by the bill for the erectior of the four institutions. 
i I dowt say that a great steal is being perpetrated, but I do say 
greater economy should be demanded in the care of our insane, 
which cannot be secured under the present management, and with- 
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out a suitable building. The loss to che taxpayers of rhe Territory is 
even greater in the false management of our criminals; they. are 
all consumers and generally able-bodied men in the prime of life. We 
pay a stipulated price per head to the State of Kansas for having 
them kept, which price has been once raised since the first contract 
was made, as the present contract wiil soon. expire, who knows 
but what another raise will be demanded, and at the same time these 
able-bodied men are paying their way mining coal for the benefit 
of the state of Kansas. The Governor’s report will show that we 
have paid the state of Kansas, the past three years, for their sup- 
port the sum of $60,247.80, and for transportation, $11,081.41, mak- 
ing a total of $71,239.21, or just $1,239.21 more than the amount 
provided for in the bill for the erection of a penitentiary. 

It has been stated upon this fioor that these criminals could 
only be profitably employed in mining coal or quarrying stone. 
The history and management of penitentiaries in most of the states 
does not warrant such a statement. The penitentiary in the State 
from whence I came was made self-supporting, and the inmates 
neither quarried stone nor mined coal. The people of Oklahoma are 
producers, and these criminals are consumers. at Jeast of the 
hard-earned dollars of the taxpayers, sc why not being them back 
and put them to work in the building of their own castle, as has 
been done in many of the States, and has been so wisely provided for 
in this bill? | (ee 

I am a farmer, and I sometimes look at things from a farm- 
er’s standpoint. I desire to-raise 500 bushels of corn on my farm 
in Woods County the coming season. I have the seed, the soil, the 
team, and all the necessary implements to raise the crop, but I 
dicide to transport my seed, term and implements to the state of 
Kansas and there rent land and hire my eorn raised and transport it 
to Oklahoma, while my own soil has grown a crop of weeds. Now, 
were I to do this, my neighbor farmers would consider me a fit sub- 
ject for the new insane asylum, yet when viewed from a business 
standpoint, this is analogous to the way we are now taking care of 
our criminals. 

It has been urged that this money derived from the rental of 
Section 33 was intended exclusively for the erection of a Capitol 
building. I do not so-understand it, and appeal to the already bur- 
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dened'taxpayers of the Territory whether it would not be better to 
use it in the erection of our much needed penal institutions, and 
stop this drain upon our treasury, than to use it in erecting a State 
House to be used but once in two years, and then only for a period of 
sixty days. 


Since the convening of this Legislature, I have heard a great 
deal of crimination and recrimination of Territorial officers, and the 
Journal of the last Council is full of it, yet I can see no special relief 

coming to it from the taxpayers of the Territory. It is like barking 
“Up, a tree after the coon has descended, or like barring the stable 
door after the horse has been stolen, and while you are at it, your 
cattle are being stolen from a stable on another part of the farru. 
But, while I do not accuse any one of theft, I dø say ıt is bad man- 
agement not to provide for our own convicts and insane. Especially, 
it this true when not one dollar of direct taxation’is required to put 
up these buildings. There is now $125,000 in the Treasury for that 
purpose, and the amount will be near $200,000 before another Legis- 
lature will ‘convene. This money is tempting, and may not be on 
hand two years hence, and for that reason, I vote ‘aye.” `

The said Commissioner shall have the sole and ex- 
clusive charge of and control over said Insurance Department, under 
the laws relating thereto, and all powers, duties and authority now 
conferred by law upon the Secretary of the Territory with respect to 
insurance companies are hereby transferred to and conferred upon 
the said Commissioner. 

Section 4. Said Commissioner shall appoint a cferk who shall 
continue in office during the pleasure of the said superintendent,

Councilor Clarke explained his vote as follows: 


Mr. President: 

I protest against the passage of this bill because the indebted- 
ness was contracted without any authority of law. The action of 
the Board of Education of ‘the Normal Schools in contracting for 
the construction of a building at a cost of nearly $100,000, and in 
assuming to pledge the faith of the Territory to pay the same, was a 
gross usurpation of authority which, under the Organic Act, belongs 
exclusively to the Legislative Assembly. To allow Executive of- 
ficers to exercise Legislative functions in this, or any other matter, 
would establish a precedent dangerous to the interests of the great 
body of people, and would be a violation of the fundamental princi- 
ples of republican institutions. This is not, as claimed, a mere 
local interest. The existence and support of the Normal School at 
Alvais in no way involved. I shall cheerfully vote for all necessary 
and lawful appropriations required for the support of the School, 
and its growth and prosperity do not depend on recognizing and 
endorsing the unlawful action of a Boara of Education who deliber- 
ately violated the law. 

Unless the legislative branch of the Government rebukes such ' 
palpable defiance of its constitutional authority, there can be no pro- 
tection of tbe public treasury from the schemes of unscrupulous 
officers. 


For this and other reasons, I vote no. 
Councilor Miller explained hig vote as follows: 


Mr. President: 
I desire to explain my ete on this bill. I must vote against it, _ 
and I do so with some regret, because it may seem that I am thereby 
voting against the development and progress of a great educational 
institution. I have uniformly voted appropriations for all the in- 
stitutions, and if the defeat of this bill would entail any hardship 
upon the institution at Alva, I would not-vote against this one. 


¥ 
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But this bill involves the legalization of more than $100,000 of 
supposed expenditure in the construction óf the Normal School at 
Alva. That expenditure was made after -the Legislature made a 
specific appropriation of only $5,000 for the purpose. I am unalter- 
ably opposed to executive officers exceeding specific appropriations 
made by the Legislature. To legalize this expenditure is to submit 
to the high-handed, scandalous, illegal and oppressive way in which 
the executive officers of the Normal School went headlong into the 
lavish and extravagant outlay of public funds, and this I cannot vote 
to do. 

Again, we are asked to legalize this $100,000 without a line or 
syllable of evidence to show that it is correct and proper. I am 
credibly informed that this debt can be funded for $72,000 at 44 
per cent. interest. Under the circumstances, I cannot vote to lega- 
lize the entire amount. I want to know where the extra $28,000 is 
going. l 

The defeat of this bill will not in any way cripple this school 
or militate against its success.” It has a sufficient levy for its main- 
tenance. It will continue to grow and develop. The only one who 
will suffer will be the contractor, who went into the matter with 
full knowledge of the law, and with his eyes open. I think he 
ought to go without his money for some time, and that we ought to 
make an example out of him and out of all the public officials who 
- were guilty of this outrage against the people of Oklahoma. 

I therefore vote No.

needed for the care and protection of the blooded stock kept there: 
‘and the experiments connected therewith. With this provision made 
I am sure it would be no hardship or hindrance to the progress and 
success of that institution to wait two years for further aid.

on, or any other matter other than the above mentioned, shall appear 


in the respective Journals, except one general index in each Journal, st 


and when the same matter is published more than once, and when 
the printer’s forms can reasonably be used more than once in making 
such publication, there shall be but one charge allowed for the com- 
position of such matter.” 

Section 26. “The Treasurer of the Territory, by and with the 
advice and approval of the Governor, may designate one or more 
banks in the Territory of Oklahoma to act as depositories for the de- 
posit and colection of any drafts, checks or certificates of deposit, or 
moneys that may come into his hands on account of any claims due 
the Territory. Each bank so designated as such depository shall be 
required to give securities consisting of a bond signed by some 
surety company authorized to do business in this Territory, or by 
the depositing of United States bonds or Territorial, County and 
Municipal ‘bonds in the Territory, such bonds and securities to be at 
least equal in amount to the amount of Territorial funds to be held 


in such depository at any time. The form and kind of such surety- ` 


ship bond and the legality and validity of the securities shall be

ernor of the Territory. The security to be so given and deposited 
with ‘the said Treasurer shall be conditioned to secure the prompt 
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collection of all drafts, checks and certificates of deposit which may-- 
be delivered to such depository by the Territorial Treasurer for col- 
lection, and also for the keeping and prompt payment on the order or 
check of the Territorial Treasurer of all funds so collected and of all 
moneys so deposited, and also for the payment of all drafts or checks 
that may: be issued to the Territorial Treasurer by such depository; 
such collections to be made and exchange to be furnished free of 
expense to the Territory. The proceeds of all drafts, checks and 
certificates of deposit or money which shall come into any depository 
so selected as aforesaid, may be permitted to remain on deposit in 
such institution until such time as the Territorial Treasurer shall 
have occasion to use said funds in the conduct of his office. The Ter- 
ritorial Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to enter into 
contracts with such bank or banks as have been selected or may 
hereafter be selected to act as depositories aforesaid, for the pay- 
ment of interest upon money so deposited therein; such contracts to 
receive the approval of the Governor before they shall take effect; 
such interest to be paid on daily balances at the end of each month, 
and to be credited to the general revenue fund of the Territory. Each 
bank acting as a Territorial depository shall at the -close of each 
month’s business certify to the Auditor of the Territory a true state- 
ment of the daily balances in said institution and belonging to the 
Territory at the close of each day’s business, together with a state- 
ment of the amount credited to the Territory at the end of suck 
month.” ue
